Walgreen News Ad 
Not Telling Truth, 
Says Labor Leader 


TWe daily papers carried a news 
advertisement this week 


Walgreen Drug store employes 


being sut’sfied with their empins- 
ment at the 13th and Broadway 
store. 


“This advertisement is not telling 
the truth,” said Lincoln Peters, 
business representative of the local 
cooks and waiters’ union. 

Peters further stated that “cooks 
are receiving approximately $20 a 
week at Walgreen’s which is be- 
tween $10 and 815 a week lower 
than the union scale. Waitresses 
receive on the average of S13 a 
week when their meals and tax 
are taken from their pay checks. 

“In union restaurants,” Peters 
eontinued, “union employes re- 
ceive their three meals 2 day while 
in Walgreen's they must pay for 
their meals. All other places op- 
erating union in Alameda county, 
numbering some 375, are meeting 
the conditions of the cooks, wail- 
ers and waitresses’ union. 

“Merchants in downtown Oak- 
land have complained of the un- 
fair attitude of Walgreen’s store 
and have requested of our union 
to take some action against them 
and it is no more than fair that 
they meet the demands of other 
merchants operating the same kind 
of business. 

“Regardless of what the adver- 
tsiement said, all employes of Wal- 
green have met with me and have 
declared their intention of affili- 
ating with the union. 1 am told 
that when this was found out the 
employes were immediately dis- 
charged. 


“We intend to carry the fighf to | 


a finish and are notifying all union 
members, their families and friends 
to stay away from this ‘unfair’ 
store until they meet with union 
conditions.” 

Peters said that the store is 
now losing approximately $400 a 
day in trade due to adverse pub- 
licity when an adjustment could 
be reached wherein the entire 
group of employes would receive 
about $15 a day increase in wages 

The union now has 1673 on the 
rolls, all working for the 
wage scale under decent 
working conditions.

On no other basis could it have weathered more than 
fifty-six years of impressive growth and power. 

On no other basis than that could it have 
gether the millions of members of 
throughout the nation. 

And it has been the democracy of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor which has made it possible to deal with 
the economic problems of America, with the specific prob- 
lems of the American working man and woman, and to) 
build a permanent national organization embracing every 
A. F. of L. union into one national movement. 

It has been this democracy of action which has re- 
sulted in shorter working hours, better pay, better work- 
ing conditions for those who work with brain and hands. 

This unity of expression and unity of purpose has 
been brought about through voluntary action, and has 
developed a democratic self-government within the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor such as was established by the 
founders of the republic itself one hundred and seventy- 
one years ago. 

William Green, veteran labor leader, and president of 
the A. F. of L., in a recent newspaper article enlarged 
upon the purposes and the achievements of the A. F. of |

“The American Federation of Labor has successfully 
weathered all the crises it encountered in the fifty-six 
years of its existence and has outlived all its competitors. 
It did that because it has been an organization that ab- | 
horred arbitrary and dictatorial action, 
that had no authority and no power except of a voluntary 
character. The voluntary coming together of unions with 
common needs and common aims has proved to be a 
stronger and more lasting bond than could be welded by | 
any autocratic authority no matter in whom such auth- 
ority were vested.” 

Gompers’ Warning 

That the future advancement of labor depends on its 
adherence to voluntary principles was recognized with 
solemn emphasis by Samuel Gompers. 

“The very success of our organization has brought 
additional and serious dangers,” said Gompers. “Office 
in the labor movement now offers opportunity for some- 
thing in addition to service—it offers opportunity for the 
selfseeker who sees an instrumentality for personal ad- 
vancement, both in the economic and in the political 


field.”

“The danger to labor which Gompers foresaw did not | 
confront the movement until there came forward a man 
who has proved himself to be a selfseeker and who saw 
the labor movement as an instrumentality for personal 
advancement. That man was John Lewis. | 

““He has defied the democratic processes he has re- | 
jected the majority rule; he has flouted the voluntary 
principles of unionism. Having broken his oath of alle- 
giance to the American Federation of Labor, which he had 
taken voluntarily when he entered the labor movement, 
he by persuasion and compulsion has made others violate 
their trust. 

“The record of what followed is well known. Sur- | 
rounding himself with men he had previously considered 
so unfit as to denounce, John Lewis proceeded to build 
political capital on the bitter resentment of the workers | 
of their economic oppression. Having gathered a fol- | 
lowing, he attempted to rule unions, not serve them. He | 
discarded union self-government and brushed aside the 
democratic majority rule. He replaced union democracy 
with union dictatorship. No matter what the means before 
him he never turned and never stayed.”

of John L. Lewis’s committee for | 
industrial organization } 

In addition, the convention em- 
phasized the social menace of the 


CIO because it is enthusiastically 
supported by communists whose 
fundamental purpose is the de- 
struction of American democratic 
government and institutions and 
the erection of a dictatorship in 
their place. 

The convention was the largest 
but one in the history of the state 
federation, There were 726 dele 
gates present, representing 538 
local unions, 28 central! labor coun- } 
cils, 14 federal labor unions, six 
card and label leagues and two 
women’s auxiliaries. 

Test of Statement

Since its very inception, the 
American Federation of Labor has 
loyally, eourageously and efficient- 
ly represented the best iaterest of 
the wage earners of America, It 
consistently fought their battles, 
and every step in progress made 
in their behalf, eithe: socially, 
economically or politically yas to 
1 large de the 1 it of ti 
untiring efforts of the federation.

Through its entire existence, t 
federation has been a living o1 
ganization; its constitution, policies 
and actions subject to the decisions 
of its annual conventions, demo- 
cratically arrived at, after a thor- 
ough discussion, by majority vote 
Through its entire existence, the 
federation has been attacked, not 
only by employers of labor and 
chambers of commerce and asso- 
ciations, but by many theories and

been still paying it, the cost of air 
mail would have been $42,099,591, 
four times as much as the service 
cost under the reduced schedule. 


The saving was made under leg- 
islation sponsored by Black to stop 


outrageous subsidies exposed by his 
investigation.
